Lack of any adequate control and fear
of reprisals are the reasons given by
shipping men for not wanting to oppose
the Pennsylvanin and Delnware Pllots®
Association, ©One agent sald that (o
nrouse the ire of the pllots might In-
terfore with quick movements and safety
of vessels and aside from a complaint
made to the Commisslioners of Naviga-
tion, which in the end was unavalling.
shipping Interests were unprotected.

In explaining the complaint to the Com-

missloners of Navigntion, the agent smid:
“Wa find pllots delinguont, physically or
meantally, and oceasionally we<lind thom

Intoxicated. They ara not to be en-
trusted with the care of our vessels,
We are at times by the force of cir-

cumstances compelled to accept these in- |
competent men. Then we make a com- |
plaint to the Commissloners of Naviga-
tion, who order an Investigation and per-
haps they guspend the man.

“The Pllots' Assoclation poola Ite earn-
ings, and after the expenses are sub-
tracted they are divided equally ameng
the members of the association. A sus-
pended member gets hin pay and a vaca-
tlon, That sort of punishment I8 more
of an Incentlve for a pilot to be develict
in his dutles, rather than a warning los-
son Lo him. It the Commissioners of
Navigntion would some time revoke li-
conKes, never to be renewed, the pilets
might take some cognizance of their
power.""

Austrian Ordered Not to
Travel About, Carry Fire-
arms or Signaling Appar-
atus, and Penalty Named.

Anman Rosfaiska, an Austrian piamist,
whn left this city today en rotuts for Ban
Franclpee, carrles with him a pamspert
lertied by B R, Henrl, Commiasioner of
the London Pollee, with a detalled out=
line of what an alian may and may not
te In London In wartime.

The pianist was under contract at n
Landon musle hall when war was dae
elared, He wan Informed that at the sx«
plration  of his contract his  services
would no longer be desired, and Accord-

Ingly he eame to thie country. He spent
moveral days at the Bellevue-Stratford.
The passport carried by him reads:

“Take notlea that you are by the Allan
Reatriction Order. 1014 subject to the
fallowing provisions:

“You area to Inform the pollem whers
yvou are registerad, If you are to change
your address, If any clrcumsatance arises
affecting In any manner the acsuracy of
the particulars furnished by you for the
purposs of registration This must be
donea within 4X Hours of the circumatancs
aeurring.

“"You may not traval more than five
miles from your registerad addreas with-
out obtaining an oMeinl permit from tha
polics.

“You may not, without an ofMcial per.
mit from the police, have In your pos.
aenslon any of the following articles: Any
firearms, ammunition or explosive; any
petraleam spirit, naphtha, bengol or
nther Inflammable Hqguld In quantities ex-
cerding three gallons; any apparatus or
eontrivance Intendaed for or capabls of
being  used for esignaling  apparatus,
#lther wvimual or otherwise; any ecarriar
or homing pigeans; any motorear, motor.
eyele or wir oraft; any clpher code or
pother means of conducting secret corre-
spondence,

“The contravention of the abova or of
any ather provislon of the allens’ re-
strictlon order subjects you to A fine of
£10 or Imprigonment for slx months,

“Any person who nlds or nbets any
person Ih any contravention of the order,
nr knowingly harhors any person whom
hie knows or has reasonable grounds for
supponing to have acted in contravention
of this arder, Is stubjected to the same
pennitiee
